Can You Say “Gubernatorial”? 

The candidates, the issues, and how they affect you

November 5 marks the date of Tennessee’s 
upcoming gubernatorial elections. With voting day 
quickly approaching for many Harpeth Hall seniors 
and faculty, the Harpeth Hall student community 
remains uninformed about the candidates and their 
stances. 

The Democratic nominee is Phil Bredesen, 
former mayor of Nashville. Van Hilleaiy, currently 
serving in the House of Representatives for 
Tennessee’s fourth district, is the Republican Party 
nominee for governor. 

Although the two candidates represent 
rival parties, Bredesen and Hilleaiy are remarkably 
similar in their positions and plans. Bredesen served 
as mayor of Nashville from 1991 to 1999, raising 
nearly half a billion dollars for Tennessee’s 
educational program. He cites his work with the 
improvement of the school system as his greatest 
achievement during office. Education remains his 
first priority. If elected, Bredesen plans to raise 
teachers’ salaries and recruit better teachers to 
improve Tennessee’s public schools, which are 
rated among the worst in the 
country. 

He is in favor 
of a lottery with proceeds 
benefiting the public 
school system. Bredesen 
opposes an income tax as 
a solution to Tennessee’s 
ever-growing budget 
crisis, arguing that it is 
first necessary to get the 
state’s spending under 
control. 

He believes that 
the TennCare program, one of the major factors in 
the budget crisis, is structurally flawed, and has 
proposed a plan to fix the program. He is opposed 
to gun control and, instead, supports the second 
amendment rights of citizens. 

Van Hilleary, the Republican Party 
candidate, has served Tennessee as the 4 th district 
representative to the House of Representatives. 
He has worked extensively with the education 
program, like Bredesen, and has served on the 
Education and Workforce committee while in 
Congress. If elected, he plans to make Tennessee’s 
school system his first and foremost concern, 
proposing plans to improve schools and set up 
special charter schools. 

While Hilleary is personally not in favor 
of a lottery, he supports a public vote on the matter. 
He is strongly opposed to an income tax, and he 


has pledged to fight against it. Hilleary’s plan to reform 
the TennCare program is similar to Bredesen’s. He is 
also opposed to gun control as a means to reduce crime, 
saying that gun manufacturers and owners should not 
be held responsible for the criminal behavior of others. 

Although Bredesen and Hilleary are considered 
the front-runners in the race, there are 13 independent 
candidates. The most notable among these is Nashville 
minister, Rev. Ed Sanders. Sanders is in favor of a 
graduated income tax and improved health care 
legislation. 

Most of the Harpeth Hall student body will be 
unable to vote in the upcoming election, but there are 
still many ways to get involved in the election process. 
Both Bredesen’s and Hilleaiy’s campaigns welcome youth 
volunteers. “Team Bredesen,” for example asks that 
people of all ages participate in walks and runs while 
wearing Phil Bredesen T-shirts. Van Hilleary’s campaign 
also encourages student volunteers. 

Outside of the campaigns for either candidate, 
Harpeth Hall offers students a way to get involved in the 
gubernatorial elections through NSAA. New to Harpeth 
Hall this year, NSAA is a government club headed by 
senior Cari Johns. Students involved in NSAA will have 
the opportunity to contact both 
parties, as well as to take part in 
a mock gubernatorial election to 
be held on November 5, the date 
of the actual election. 

There are also a number of 
political organizations outside 
of either candidate’s campaign 
and outside of Harpeth Hall that 
seek youth involvement, such as 
Freedom’s Answer. Freedom’s 
Answer is a non-profit, non¬ 
partisan, nationwide organization, which includes a 
youth program, the Youth Voter Corps. The Corps’s 
mission is to encourage those who are eligible to exercise 
their right to vote. 

In Tennessee, a person must be eighteen years 
of age on or before the date of the election to vote and 
must have registered thirty days prior to the election. 
Registration can be done in person or by mail. Registering 
in person can be done by filling out a form at the local 
county election commission office, the Department of 
Safety, the Department of Human Services, any public 
library, or the county clerk’s office. 

Registration by mail forms can be picked up at 
the county commission’s office or the post office, or can 
be downloaded at www.state.tn.us/sos/election/ss- 
3010.pdf . Completed forms should be mailed to the local 
election commission.

THE Changing Face OF THE SAT

The SAT I, or Scholastic Aptitude Test, a college- 
entrance exam administered to students nationwide, is now 
being modified for the tenth time since its introduction in 
1926. The changes to the test were made after four years of 
careful deliberation on the part of educators, guidance 
professionals, and admissions officers at the College Board. 
Prior to these changes, the SAT was most recently modified 
in 1994 when antonyms were eliminated; non-multiple 
choice questions were added to the math section; and 
calculators were allowed. 

What changes have been made to the SAT, and 
how will they affect Harpeth Hall students? First of all, it is 
important to recognize that while the myth seems to be that 
many colleges and universities are dropping the SAT, over 
80 percent of the nation’s colleges require test scores for 
admissions, and that percentage has not changed 
dramatically since the early nineties. It is safe to assume 
that all students will have to take the SAT for a long time to 
come. 

That having been said, the most notable change 
in the SAT is that it will now include a new section, the SAT 
Writing Exam , consisting of multiple choice grammar 
questions and a written essay. Additional changes include 
the addition of short reading passages to the existing long 
passages in order to further test reading comprehension 
and the elimination of analogies from the verbal section. 

The math section will also be expanded to include 
Algebra II, as most colleges now require three years of 
high-school level math. The quantitative comparisons 
portion of the math section has also been eliminated. 
(Quantitative comparisons are the mathematical equivalent 
to analogies, asking students to examine the relationship 
between two numerical statements or equations and 
determine which quantity is greater.) 

None of these changes will go into effect until 
2005, so the Harpeth Hall freshman class will be the first to 
take the new SAT I. All other students will take the test as 
it has been given in the past. Harpeth Hall students in the 
Class of2005 and in the middle school will most likely not 
be put at an advantage or disadvantage by the changes 
made, as the Harpeth Hall curriculum stresses the 
importance of writing skills and already makes Algebra II 
mandatoiy. Extra preparation, if needed, can be made by 
planning to take Algebra II before the time the SAT is taken 
in a student’s junior year and by practicing reading and 
writing to improve writing skills for the essay portion of the 
new test. 

Why are these changes being made? Over the 
course of the past two decades, the SAT has been under 
fire. Major complaints are that in recent years, emphasis 
has been placed too much on test-taking skills and not 
enough on the actual material and that the current test has 
no consideration for the different racial, ethnic, and 
economic backgrounds of test-takers. While these cultural 
differences have been taken into consideration, the College 
Board maintains that the changes have been made not to 
give any racial or ethnic group an advantage, but to more 
closely align the test with current high-school curriculums. 

The changes to the test, however, may be putting 
some students at an even greater disadvantage. Students 
that attend schools that do not offer third-year math will be 
put at a disadvantage; however, those schools will have 
several years to adjust their curriculums. 

Many fear that the new essay portion of the exam 
will put test-takers who have learned English as a second 
language at a disadvantage, as students with more 
advanced writing skills will inevitably score higher on an 
essay. However, preliminary research shows that the gap 
in test scores between more privileged students and 
students that come from ethnic and racial minorities will 
not be changed significantly by the alterations made to the 
SAT.

Twenty- 
five percent of those women are attacked in parking lots while walking to their cars. The following tips can keep 
you from becoming another statistic: 

1 ) Common sense: Always the most valuable defense, without adding weight to your purse! 

If you do not pay attention to 
what is going on, you make yourself an easy target.
